N.Y. Gunman Left Chilling Note

Body found in home 
of ex-con who lured 
firefighters to deaths 

Webster, N.Y. 

The ex- con who lured two fire- 
fighters to their deaths in a blaze of 
gunfire left a ram- 
bling typewrit- 
ten note saying 
he wanted to burn 
down the neigh- 
borhood and “do 
what I like doing 
best, killing peo- 
ple,” police said 
Tuesday as they recovered burned 
human remains believed to be the 
gunman’s missing sister. 

Police Chief Gerald Pickering 
said 62-year-old William Spon- 
gier, who served 17 years in pris- 
on for the 1980 hammer slaying of 
his grandmother, armed himself 
with a revolver, a shotgun and a 


military-style rifle before he set his 
house afire to lure first responders 
into a death trap before dawn on 
Christmas Eve. 

“He was equipped to go to 
war, kill innocent people,” Pick- 
ering said. 


The rifle he had was a military- 
style .223-caliber semiautomatic 
Bushmaster rifle with flash sup- 
pression, the same make and cali- 
ber weapon used in the elementa- 
ry school massacre in Newtown, 
Conn., Pickering said. 


Pickering declined to divulge the 
full content of the two- to three-page 
note left by Spengler or say where 
it was found, but he read one line 
from it: “I still have to get ready to 
see how much of the neighborhood 
I can burn down, and do what I like 
doing best, killing people.” 

The human remains were found 
in the charred house that Spengler 
shared with his 67-year-old sister, 
Cheryl. A medical examiner will 
need to determine the identity and 
cause of death. 

Spengler killed two firefighters 
and wounded two others before 
fatally shooting himself as seven 
houses burned around him Mon- 
day. A friend said Spengler hated 
his sister but the chief said the note 
left by him did not give a motive. 

No other bodies were found, 
and police late Tuesday said the 
on-scene investigation had been 
completed. The two other firefight- 
ers are hospitalized in stable con- 
dition.

Freezing rain and sleet made for 
a sloppy Christmas morning trek 
in parts of the nation’s midsection 
Tuesday, while residents along the 
Gulf Coast braced for thunder- 
storms, high winds and tornadoes. 

Winds toppled a tree onto a 
truck in the Houston area, killing 
the driver. Icy roads were blamed 
for a 21-vehicle pileup in Oklaho- 
ma.

Syrian rebels fully captured a 
northern town near the Turk- 
ish border Tuesday after weeks 
of heavy fighting and attacked a 
regime air base in a neighboring 
province, activists said. 

The air base is in Aleppo prov- 
ince, where opposition fighters have 
already captured three other large 
military bases in recent months. 
Rebels have also laid siege to the 
international airport in the city of 
Aleppo, Syria’s commercial capi- 
tal, and launched an offensive on 
the police academy near the city. 

With steady rebel gains across 
the north. President Bashar Assad’s 


regime is having increasing diffi- 
culty sending supplies by land to 
Aleppo province, especially after 
rebels cut a major thoroughfare 
from Damascus. It is just another 
sign that the opposition is consoli- 
dating its grip across large swathes 
of territory in northern Syria near 
the Turkish border. 

In another blow to the regime, 
activists said that Mohammed

Adnan Arabo, a member of Syr- 
ia’s parliament, has left the country 
and joined the opposition. Ahmad 
Ramadan, an executive council 
member of the opposition Syrian 
National Council group, and other 
activists said Arabo arrived in Tur- 
key on Tuesday. 

He said the regime’s hold on 
power is deteriorating and rebels 
are besieging military bases for 
weeks until they either take over 
or negotiate with local army com- 
manders to surrender. He added 
that some regime forces are being 
diverted to the capital to fight there. 

Over the weeks, rebels fighting 
to overthrow Assad have been able 
to take the battles into the capital 
of Damascus, Assad’s seat of power, 
where the southern neighborhoods 
are witnessing almost daily clash- 
es between troops and rebels.

Egypt’s disputed Islamist-backed 
constitution passed with a 63.8 per- 
cent “yes” in a referendum, the elec- 
tion commission announced Tues- 
day, rejecting opposition allegations 
of significant vote fraud. 

Turnout of 32.9 percent of 
Egypt’s nearly 52 million regis- 
tered voters was lower than most 
elections held since the uprising 
nearly two years ago that ousted 
leader Hosni Mubarak.

Money Wait Over for VRE 



Virginia Railway to 
receive expected bulk 
of ‘access fee' dollars 

Transportation 

Virginia Railway Express will 
receive the bulk of its expected 
allocation from the state to cover 
the fees it pays to host rail lines, 
officials say, ending a two-month 
wait over millions of dollars VRE 
said it needed to continue to pro- 
vide passenger rail service. 

The glitch occurred with a 
change in how federal transpor- 
tation dollars were delivered to 
Virginia and meant that $9.6 mil- 
lion in so-called track access fees 
— paid by VRE to CSX and Nor- 
folk Southern rail lines — was held 
up in state coffers instead of being 
delivered to VRE. 

However, in a letter passed on 
to VRE’s Operations Board mem- 
bers last week, Thelma Drake, the 
director of the Virginia Department 
of Rail and Public Transportation, 
assured VRE that the bulk of the 
track access fees would be provid- 
ed by the state. 

VRE chief executive Doug Allen 
said in an email to VRE’s leader- 
ship that he had been concerned 
about the uncertainty over the track 
access fees funding. 

“Because of our required bud- 
get preparation schedule, we can- 
not adequately plan for the VRE 
system if we do not know until our 
budget has been set if we have a reli- 
able funding source for one of our 
largest expenditures each year,” 
Allen wrote. 

But now and in the future they 
can, because Gov. Bob McDonnell’s 
recommended budget includes lan- 
guage that would fund the fees with

federal dollars, which Allen called 
“reliable funding.” 

Without the funds, the passen- 
ger rail line, which takes about 
20,000 passengers daily toward 
the District from lines starting in 
Manassas, Va., and Fredericksburg, 
Va., would have been ill-equipped 
to deal with the shortage, officials 
said. VRE had laid out a series of 
possibilities to make up for the 


shortfall, including increased pas- 
senger fares or more taxpayer con- 
tributions through the local gov- 
ernments that make up VRE’s 
membership. 

All of the scenarios were viewed 
as severe and unpalatable by VRE’s 
leadership. 

VRE officials will also push for a 
greater allocation of state and fed- 
eral funding. Drake’s letter said the 
agency’s request for funding for 
next year could come up short by 
$680,000 to $720,000. 

VRE generally adopts its bud- 
get in the spring. This April, VRE 
increased passenger fares by 3 per- 
cent, primarily to pay for increased 
costs associated with contrac- 
tors and increased fuel costs.

“In the last 24 hours, I have 
received hundreds of emails from 
citizens concerned with the future 
of Jack’s Boathouse,” National 
Park Service Director Jon Jarvis 
said Monday. 

On Dec. 18, the Park Service 
told owner Paul Simkin that his 
lease would be ended. But Monday 
night, Jarvis said he had “direct- 
ed the staff at the park and the 
regional office to withhold fur- 
ther action on the lease termina- 
tion until I have conducted a thor- 
ough review and determined the 


best course of action.” 

Simkin called that “an unbeliev- 
able gift.” He said he had just fin- 
ished a night and day of trying to 
find jobs for his staff, many of whom 
have depended on the operation. 

On Sunday, the Park Service 


acknowledged the value of the boat- 
house’s services and said it would 
offer those services under a con- 
cession. The Park Service said it 
expected no interruption in ser- 
vices.

Morgan Freeman, introducing 
fellow Mississippian Guy, said 
the musician “mastered the 
soul of gutbucket” blues and 
created “a bridge from blues to 
rock’n’roll.”

about anyone in human history, was 
lauded by Tina Fey, who explained 
that Letterman “began his career 
as a choreographer and black opera 
singer in the 1950s.” She called him 
a national treasure “like the Grand 
Canyon, the Chicago skyline or the 
top two Kardashians.” Letterman 
laughed heartily. 

For the big finale, there was, 
of course. Led Zeppelin, which 
rated four musical numbers 
and overflowing, hilariously 
overwrought praise from presenter 
Jack Black (“They sang songs about 
love, about Vikings, about Vikings 
making love!”). 

The musicians paying tribute 
(Foo Fighters, Kid Rock and Lenny 
Kravitz) performed in front of an 
enormous backdrop of a gloomy 
and decrepit gothic church. There 
were seizure-inducing strobes, 
bottom-rumbling bass lines and 
smoke effects. The whole thing 
suggested both a Zeppelin 
arena concert in the ’70s and 
a bit of the Stonehenge set in 
“Spinal Tap.”

Character Actor 
Was a War Hero 


Charles Durning, who 
made history on and 
off soreen, dies at 89 

Obituary 

Charles Durning grew up in 
poverty, lost five of his nine siblings 
to disease, barely lived through 
D-Day and was taken prisoner at 
the Battle of the Bulge. 

His hard life provided the 
basis for a prolific 50 -year career 
as a consummate character actor, 
playing such memorable roles as a 


Nazi colonel, the pope and Dustin 
Hoffman’s suitor in “Tootsie.” 

Durning died Monday at age 89 
in New York. His longtime agent 
said he died of natural causes. 

Among his notable portrayals: 
the infamous seller of frog legs in 
“The Muppet Movie”; the pope in 
the TV film “I Would Be Called John: 
Pope John XXIII”; and Santa Claus 
in four different TV movies. 

But Durning may be best 
remembered for his Oscar- 
nominated, over-the-top role as a 
corrupt governor in 1982’s “The 
Best Little Whorehouse in Texas.” 


A year later, Durning received 
another Oscar nomination, this 
time for his portrayal of a bumbling 
Nazi officer in Mel Brooks’ “To Be 
or Not to Be.” 

He won a Tony in 1990 (“Cat 
on a Hot Tin Roof’) and a Golden 
Globe in 1991 (“The Kennedys of 
Massachusetts”). He showed up 
in many guest spots on TV, most 
recentiy playing the father of Denis 
Leary’s character on “Rescue Me.” 

Durning was born into an Irish 
family of 10 children in Highland 
Falls, N.Y. Five of his sisters lost their 
lives to smallpox and scarlet fever. 

He was among the first wave of 
U.S. soldiers to land at Normandy

during the D-Day invasion and the 
only member of his Army unit to 
survive. He later was bayoneted by 
a young German soldier whom he 
killed with a rock. He was captured 
in the Battle of the Bulge and 
survived a massacre of prisoners. 

In later years, he refused to 
discuss the military service for 
which he was awarded the Silver 
Star and three Purple Hearts. 

“Too many bad memories,” 
he told an interviewer in 1997. “I 
don’t want you to see me crying.”

Odd Couple’ Actor 
Klugman Dies at 90 


His six-decade acting 
career spanned 
stage, screen and TV 


Obituary 

For many. Jack Klugman will always 
be the messy one. 

His portrayal of sloppy 
sportswriter Oscar Madison on 
TV’s “The Odd Couple” left viewers 
laughing but also gave Klugman 
the leverage to create a more 
serious character, the gruff medical 
examiner in “Quincy M.E.” His 
everyman ethos and comic timing 
endeared him to audiences and 
led to a prolific, six-decade acting 
career that spanned stage, screen 
and television. 

Klugman died Monday at age 
90 in Los Angeles with his wife 
at his side. The cause of his death 
was not immediately known. Adam 
Klugman said his father wasn’t 
battling cancer, which robbed him 
of his voice in the 1980s. Back then, 
Klugman taught himself to speak 
again and kept working. 

Despite his on-screen wars with 
Tony Randall’s neat-freak character 
Felix Unger on “The Odd Couple,” 
the show created a friendship 
between the men that endured after 
the series ended.
